ing it the Portuguese capital. 


Royalists Capture Provinces 
LONDON, Oct. 5.—Two provinces in 
Northern Portugal were occupied to­ 
day and a Monarch ial government has 
been proclaimed, according to 
King 
Manuel’s secretary. Marquis 
de

Kradio, who maintains that he has 
positive information to that effect. 
Tliis was the day scheduled for a 
royalist revolution in Portugal. 
The 
Marquis said: 
“ The Republican troops are desert­ 
ing by tbe wholesale, and a counter 
revolution is 
spreading 
over 
the 
whole country at a rapid rate. The 
Government statement that the re­ 
volt has been suppressed is false.”

One 
report is that Captain Conceiro, who 
is commanding the Royalists, has de­ 
feated the Republicans in a pitched 
battle, and had triumphnaitly entered 
Oporto.
